‘LABOR PROBLEMS 


In an effort to ease the complex mi- 
gratory labor problems in California, 
announcement was made today by As- 
sociated Farmers of California, Inc., 
that it has sent instructions to its af- 
filiates in more than 40 California 
counties urging complete cooperation 
with Federal and state employment 
agencies in the distribution of farm 
labor.

In defense of the juvenile court, the 
judge pointed out that the court’s pur- 
pose was not to punish children, but
